COMMUNIQUE ON OMVS MINISTERIAL COUNCIL MEETING ISSUED 
AB211932 Bamako Domestic Service in French 1500 GMT 21 Dec 81 


[Communique issued in Bamako on 20 December at the end of the 15th ordinary 
session of the Ministerial Council of the Senegal River Development 
Organization [OMVS]--read by Motkar Ould Haiba, OMVS high commissioner] 


[Text] The 15th ordinary session of the Senegal River Development Organization 
[OMVS] was held in Bamako on 19 and 20 December 1981 under the chairmanship 

of Robert Tiebele N'daw, minister of industrial development and tourism of the 
Republic of Mali and current chairman of the Council of Ministers. Participating 
in this session were: Fagnanama Kone, minister of agriculture of the Republic 

of Mali; Lt Col Ahmedou Ould Abdallah, member of the Military Committee for 
National Salvation and minister of equipment, transport and telecommunications 

of the Islamic Republic of Mauritania; and Samba Yella Diop, minister of water 
resources of the Republic of Senegal. 


The council expressed satisfaction about the success which characterized pursuit 
of research and establishment of financing of programs, a success which has 
enabled the organization to step into a decisive stage in the realization of 
regional infrastructure, thus transforming into reality the hope that the 
Malian, Mauritanian and Senegalese peoples have placed in the OMVS. 


The council expressed satisfaction over the additional financial commitments 
as well as new contributions made by financial backers. The council is happy 
about the beginning of work on the (Afe) road, south of the Maniantali dam; 
the start of work on the Diama dam; and the invitation for, and the processing 
of the bids for the Miniantali dam.

The Council of Ministers expressed satisfaction over the high standard of its 
meeting, the spirit of solidarity which prevailed during its meeting and which 
once again demonstrated the political will of member states to arrive at the 
objectives they assigned themselves. 








The Senegalese and Mauritanian delegations expressed their sincere gratitude 
to his excellency Gen Moussa Traore, secretary general of the Malian People's 
Democratic Union and president of the Republic of Mali, and to the government 
and people of Mali for the warm and fraternal reception accorded them as 

well as all the facilities placed at their disposal. 


The council decided to hold its next ordinary session in Dakar at a date to 
be determined later.

U.S. ACCUSED OF LEADING WORLD IMPERIALISM PLOT

[Text] The Afro-Arab conference taking place in Luanda constitutes a genuine 
victory of the African and Arab peoples against apartheid, Zionism, racism, 
fascism and imperialism, not only because of the importance and depth of the 
issues it will address, but also because of the mere fact that it is being held. 


The People's Republic of Angola has been the victim of constant aggressions by 
the racist regime of South Africa; witness the recent terrorist attack against 
the PETRANGOL refinery in Luanda. 


The racists were attempting, on the one hand, to destabilize the Angolan economy 
and moreover, to prevent the holding of the Afro-Arab conference, which 
irrefutably constitutes an act of solidarity with the just cause of the oppressed 
peoples cf Namibia, South Africa, the Sahara and Palestine, led by their 
respective vanguards, the SWAPO, the ANC, the POLISARIO Front and the PLO. 


The attacks of which Angola is the target should be viewed as part of the global 
strategy of international imperialism, headed by the United States. This 

strategy has been dangerously reinforced by the government of Ronald Reagan, who 
wishes to use all the means in his power to increase capital--his sole objective-- 
even if this is translated in practice into the constant increase of hunger and other 
scourges affecting humanity. 


Thus one can easily analyze who is fomenting Israel's war against Lebanon, in an 
attempt to prevent this country from providing support to the just struggle of 
the Palestinian people led by the PLO: it is the United States, moved by its 
economic interests. 


In Southern Africa, who is behind the South African aggressions against independent 
countries, that are a vain attempt to prevent sunnort from flowing to the movement 
of national liberation in the region? The United States. because of its economic 
interests. 


Who is feeding the counterrevolution in Chad, fomenting civil war in order to 
prevent the imnlementation of the pertinent resolutions of the OAU? The United 
States, motivated by its economic interests.

Who is diplomatically, militarily and politically supporting the reactionary 
governments of Suharto and Hassan II, in hopes of preventing the liberation 

of the peoples of Timor East and Western Sahara? The United States and its 

economic gains. 


Whe is supporting fascist dictatorships in Latin America and the Caribbean? Who 
is attempting to destabilize progressive governments such as the Cuban one 
in that region? The United States in its desire to increase capital. 


Finally, we could enumerate here a number of situations in which, from a 
simplistic point of view, U.S. participation could be eliminated. But after a 
more in-depth analysis, we do find the United States and its economic interests 
at the head of the imperialist plot. 


We, therefore, can reach the conclusion that the principal enemy of the peoples 
of the world, including the American people, the one responsible for unjust 
wars, for hunger, for the armaments race, for the neutron bombs, for injustice 
and for the tensions in various areas of the world is international imperialism 
headed by the United States of America. 


The Afro-Arab conference must take measures with a view to consolidating and 
developing relations between the African and Arab peoples in the struggle against 
the principal enemy: international imperialism. 


To this end, no matter which are the alliances of imperialism, that is, the U.S.' 
strategic alliances with Israel, Pretoria, Morocco, Chile, etc., they will 
violently collide with the unity of the peoples in general and the unity 

between the African and Arab peoples in particular. 


This unity must be reinforced in the struggle against international capital; 
we must fight, fight on and achieve victory.

MEASURES TO STEM LUANDA PROSTITUTION PROBLEM URGED

[Text] Many Luanda girls earn a living marketing their personal charms; some of 
them are paid in kwanzas and others, because of. an uncontrollable feminine 
vocation, trade their favors for a variety of imported articles that are in short 
supply on the local market and are very much appreciated, such as the latest 
fashions from Paris or Lisbon, deodorants and perfumes brought in by some 
cooperants, in sum, a little of everything that women like to use to complete, 
with a last touch of a make-up brush, the magnificent work of nature. 


Prostitution, in its various facets that begin with the prostitution of one's 
personality and end as an economic phenomenon, is perhaps one of the oldest 
professions in the world. Unfortunately, Luanda is not immune to this humiliating 
phenomenon that transforms some women into the most abject human merchandise, 
even though the situation is far from being alarming. Nevertheless, the number 

of women who, for the most varied reasons, get involved in this kind of life 

has impressively increased in recent times, and it would be prudent to start 
adopting measures to enlightenment and prevention that would put an end to the 
problem. 


The girls of the "ships," a word which in English means boats, are in fashion 
today. The clientele is made up of hundreds of thousands of sailors who drown 
their sorrows for long months outside the Luanda port in their interminable 
wait for the ships to get berth space to unload. 


Merchant marine ships are truly floating cities and the crew has at their 
disposal anything they might need in their everyday life. Everything except 
an invigorating feminine presence that, for the majority of men, constitutes 
the sweet spice of life, tranquillity and nerve-soothing peace.... 


The "ship" girls are kind. They are taken aboard under cover of darkness and 
trade their favors for a little of whatever fascinates them on the ships; 
they delight the bearded sailors for days at a time and then return clothed 
in new fashions and carrying other gifts that the sailors" cordiality bestows 
on them, 





I am told that in the Ilha de Luanda there are some providers of this type of 
goods to supply the ships. They get in touch with the customers, summarily 
agree on the terms of exchange and then transport the girls aboard the 
vessels. Once there, the girls deal directly with the sailors who have been 
living alone for months, thinking of and missing their homes. 


Indeed, Luanda is the scene of such happenings. However, looking at the question 
impartially, what is the difference between the women who sell themselves 

on the ships and those others who trade their dignity for imported articles, 
feeding their vanity through physical favors? 


Prostitution has really increased in our midst in recent years; it may be 
inevitable, but nevertheless, some measures should be adopted to limit its 
dimensions and outreach as much as possible. Remuneration cheapens the act 
of love, it perverts its meaning and strips it of the harmony it must possess. 
These girls, the "ship" girls and all the others who attribute a market price 
to themselves cannot be happy women.

SHOE STORE NATIONALIZATION BLOTS OUT WORKERS' INITIATIVE

[Article by Joao Serra: "My Shoes Need New Soles"] 


[Text] There is a little shoe store next door to our paper that used to make 
people very happy. They would repair all kinds of shoes, indeed a very rare 
phenomenon nowadays, in an attempt to satisfy the needs of Luanda residents. 


I do not believe they sold too many pairs of shoes because, as everyone knows, 
there has been a shortage of such goods. However, in order to get paid at the 
erd of the month, the workers in the shoe store did their very best for anyone 
who would enter, shoes in hand, and ask for small repairs that would, for better 
or for worse, at least temporarily solve the problems of all those who prefer 

to walk with patched-up shoes rather than barefoot. 





This shoe store was recently nationalized. I do not know whether it is now under 
the Ministry of Industry or the Ministry of Domestic Trade; what I do know is 

that from that time on, the tired shoes of those who walk a lot because of the lack 
of transportation have never been resoled again and have never been patched up. 

The shoe store is now on vacation: if the workers formerly had to perform all 
kinds of little services in order to survive professionally and ensure receipt 

of their wages at the end of the month, today the situation has changed and the 
payments punctually arrive monthly, whether work has been performed or not. The 
workers no longer need their small sources of income.... 


How is one to interpret the situation? 


In my view, it is crystal clear. The lack of conscientiousness and the opportunism 
of those workers are obvious, augmented by a certain negligence on the part of 

the competent structures, that should guarantee and ensure the continuation of 

the work previously performed for the benefit of those who, for reasons that need 
not be mentioned, do not like to walk barefoot and prefer to have half soles, 

two patches and eight stitches on their old shoes. 








However--and therein lies the seriousness of the problem--this is not the only 
shoe store in Luanda with this problem. In former years, ail shoe stores in 
the city had repair sections. Where are the old (or new) shoemakers who used 
to work there? Did they all die? Or are they just standing around in the 
shoeless shoe store forgetting about any other work? 


True, there is a serious shortage of raw materials for this work. But this is 
not a significant problem. So many articles of dubious usefulness are imported 
that it does not seem difficult to order from abroad the raw materials that 

would make it possible for every Angolan to keep a pair of shoes for 2 to 3 years 
instead of just 6 months. 


Unfortunately, it is not only shoe stores that can be cited as an example for this 
type of opportunistic behavior. The same is true of some china shops. Many 
factories produce next to nothing because the workers have not yet understood 

(or prefer to forget) the political, economic and social importance of a change 
that instead of benefiting the former capitalist bosses, has handed the Angolan 
people social advantages of inestimable value. 


I do think that someone should take some measures. My shoes need halfsoles 
badly and I do not know how to solve the problem. What is more important, 
thousands of people in Luanda are struggling with the same difficulty: it is 
better to have thousands of patched-up shoes on people's feet than thousands 
of new shoes patiently awaiting in the holds of ships anchored offshore....

IVORY COAST-CAMEROON COMMISSION--The deliberations of the first joint minister 
commission between Ivory Coast and Cameroon have just ended here in Yaounde. 

In all, 3 days were devoted to discussions and reflection on the new Ivory Coast- 
Cameroon cooperation, which must now be implemented. A phrase came up again 
and again like a leitmotiv both in the opening speeches 2 days ago and in the 
closing speech a while ago: The Ivory Coast-Cameroon relations must be 
materialized and diversified. The final communique demonstrates this; Ivorian 
Foreign Affairs Minister Simeon Ake recalls it; and our minister of state for 
foreign affairs, Paul Dontsop, reaffirms it. It is worth mentioning that the 
final communique expresses satisfaction with relations between Cameroon and the 
Ivory Coast, which is the result of the high esteem and personal friendship 
existing between our two heads of state. In the economic and commercial 
fields, the two sides negotiated and signed a commercial accord here aimed 

at increasing the level of our future cooperation in these sectors. [Excerpts]

COOPERATION WITH IVORY COAST--The Cameroon and Ivory Coast joint commission has 
begun meeting in Yaounde to examine ways of solidifying bilateral cooperation 
agreements signed in 1978. The joint commission, set up in 1978 between President 
Ahmadou Ahidjo and Ivory Coast's President Houphouet-Boigny, will discuss the 
systematic framework of commercial and cultural activities between the two coun- 
tries. Bilateral trade includes aluminum exports to Ivory Coast worth about 2 
billion CFA francs and importations of motorcycle spare parts in the Ivory Coast. 
The Ivory Coast is Cameroon's first major African trading partner after Guinea 
and Nigeria. The joint commission meeting in Yaounde is examining ways of extend- 
ing cooperation in the areas of telecommunications, transport, science and tech- 
nology, as well as movement of goods and people between the two countries. [Text]

TRADE INCREASE--Bangui, 11 Dec (AFP)--It was said in Bangui on Friday that 
during its meeting in Bangui on Thursday the committee for the balance of 
payments of the car noted a 20-percent increase in the volume of trade as 
compared witn that of the year before, that is a surplus of 1.8 million CFA 
francs. It is, however, pointed out that this surplus, which was 3.8 billion 
in 1979 was attained because of an improvement in foreign assets and increased 
external financial aid. The committee also noted an increasing deficit in 
goods and services, that is 22.3 billion CFA francs compared to 20.5 billion 
the year before, but this is compensated by a huge surplus in public 
international aid. Nevertheless, in spite of a relative growth in exports due 
to revival of activity in the forestry and agricultural sectors, the deficit 
in the trade balance has increased because of the joint effect of expenditure 
on the importation of consumer items and inflation in the prices of products 
which is above 10 percent. Besides, the committee has studied the estimates on 
the evolution of the balance of payments of the CAR made by the Central Bank 
and the IMF. Exports will continue to stagnate because of bad world prices 
for coffee, wood and tobacco and expenditure on imports will continue to be 
affected by an increase in world prices, especially the price of oil. [Text]

DraFT AGREEMENTS: 

H. E. Premier D. K. Jawara quietly but vigourously 
pursued the desire of his peoples inalienable birth right for 
the attainment of Independence. Building cleverly on 
President Senghore’s view of non-imposition, he frustra- 
ted the U. K. Government’s ideology of a “union” by 
maintaining that “Union” did not pose a problem to 
Gambians but that they must first attain to an Independent 
Sovereign State. The more so to facilitate negotiations with 
Senegal on equal footings. He further convinced the 
British of his sincere intentions by securing multiple and 
more meaningful draft Agreements with Senegal on Defence, 
Security, Communications, Education and Culture, Trade 
etc. which were meant to be ratified by the two countries as 
and when Gambia attained to her independence. 


D. K. Mabe It: 
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Thus when a Constitutional Conference for Gambia’s 
independence was eventually endorsed by Her Majesty’s 
Government in 1964 at Marlborough House under the 
Chairmanship of the then Secretary of States for Oversea; 
Affairs, the Rt. Hon. Duncan Sandys, Premier D. K. Jawara 
surprisingly fetched all those Draft Aggreements on the 
Conference Table which made the U. K. Government 
to believe in him as genuine advocator of the “Union” 
“hey so much nourished and nurtured. The P. P. P. left the 


Conference Room with flying colours as Britain agreed to 
Independence without any elections and without any 
Strings attached. 18th February, 1965 became the date set. 
“Union” was then considered by the British and the 
International Community a Fait complete. But Premier 
Jawara and his able colleagues thought that was 
not the right moment. They must have time to reconsider 
the whole issue in its broad and proper perspective. This was, 
indeed, great of them. The result of their tete-a-tete with 
Senegal was that all those Senegalo-Gambian Draft Agree- 
ments were formally ratified by the two sides. But instead of 
a “Union” what thay agreed upon was “An Association”. 
They created a Senegalo-Gambian Secretariat established 
and based in Banjul, The Gambia. They exchanged High 
Commissioners, by reason of their oneness, in Dakar and 
Banjul respectively, to boost the link on foreign matters. 
A Senegalese sponsored French School established in Banjul 
— to the association at Educational and cultural 
evels. 


SENEGAMBIA: 


The recent Senegambian Communique reflects beyond 
any shadow of doubt that the Senegambian original views 
on the proposed “U nion” has been proved correct now 
as ever before. The Parties potrayed a marked degree of 
good sense throughout. There has been no imposition, 
neither an eighth region, nor any bad blood whatsoever. 
The respective independence and sovereignty of the two 
states are maintained. The creation of Senegambia is seen as 
a natural sequence of events and is hailed by all concerned as 
God-sent for furthering the best interests of the peoples of 
the two sister Republics. 


The idea is highly welcomed and one and all pledge their 
undivided support for its triumph at all levels. 


16 YEARS. SURVIVAL: 


During the last sixteen years H. E. President D. K. 
Jawara registered for the Gambia marked progress and 
advancement, made at the instance of his P. P. P. Regime, 
coupled with his enviable International Image for relentless- 
ly establishing real peace, democracy and the upholding of 
Human Rights with a trail of resou.ading suc: ssses. Thus 
the World became dismayed and delighted at the same time 
at small Gambia for being able to survive it for 16 years 
since Independence.

LOOKING at the text of the widely reported joint Senegal 
and Gambia Communique that seeks to establish the confe- 
derated Senegambian State, any one with eyes to read and 
with some knowledge of English and with an unbiased 
mind will quickly spot out that while the two countries 
agree to yield something to the confederation, each will 
retain its policical independence. The successful negotiation 
of a confederation in a situation in which the options are 
few is indication of the benignity of the two leaders we have 
in the Gambia and Senegal.

FIRST COUP SENTENCES--The first person to be sentenced in the trial of those ac- 
cused in connection with the abortive July 30 coup d'etat in The Gambia and subse- 
quent looting has been condemned to two years’ hard labour. Rokhi Touray, who 
pleaded guilty, was sentenced for involvement in the looting and for possession of 
arms by a special court. Judges and prosecutors from Sierra Leone, Nigeria, Ghana 
and Sri Lanka are involved in the trials, in which the 933 accused are to appear in 
court.

FINANCIAL MISHANDLING=--The Government has now considered the report submitted by 
the Cabinet sub-committee, which was set up to investigate allegations of financial 
mishandling in the execution of the Rural Development Plan (RDP), Phase 1. The 
sub-committee first sat on July 11, 1979, to "enquire into the finances and opera- 
tions of the project from its inception to date"; and to "enquire into all con- 
tracts and/or tenders awarded by the project...and to determine any cases of fraud, 
collusion or corruption". The sub-committee's final report was submitted in May 
this year, but consideration of it was delayed due to various matters, including 
the abortive July 30 coup. The report of the commission of inquiry will be made 
public.

FIVE YEAR PLAN ADOPTED=--The National Development Council, under the chairmanship 
of Sir Dawda Jawara, has adopted the draft of the Second Five Year Plan 1981/2 to 
1985/6. This new plan would provide for a capital expenditure of D425--D450 com- 
pared to D35lm. for the last one. It places emphasis on the productive sector in 
contrast to the emphasis the first plan lay on infrastructure. Consolidation, 
financial discipline, performance improvement and the promotion of equity, defence 
and security would be stressed. Salaries would also be improved to encourage 
productivity in government.

EEC AID--The European Common Market (EEC) Commission has announced that it is to 
give The Gambia aid totalling $1.7m. to help compensate for losses in export earn- 
ings.

The Commission 
said that The Gambia had lost heavily on its groundnut crop because of poor 
weather.

JUDGES NEEDED FOR TRIALS--Four judges and four magistrates from Sierra Leone have 
arrived at the government's request to help with the planned trials of 877 people

judges to handle the cases arising from the affair with reasonable despatch and 
has asked other Commonwealth countries to provide judges. The Justice Ministry 
has estimated that 10 judges and 10 prosecuting attorneys will be needed to try 
the 877 accused. In September, five tribunals were set up under a special division 
of the Supreme Court to try them. No date has been fixed for the trials. [Text]

FOREIGN FIRMS PARTICIPATE IN LISBON OLL MEETING 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 28 Nov 81 p 8 


[Text] The interest shown by a large number of international oil companies in ex- 
ploring for petroleum on our continental shelf led to calling a 2-day meeting in 
Lisbon between a Guinean delegation from Petrominas and representatives of the oil 
companies, as previously reported. 


Comrade Pio Correia, director general of the Natural Resources Ministry, who par- 
ticipated in this meeting, told us when he arrived in Bissau that, analyzing the 
the proposals individually, we might not be able to reach the desired objective. 
"Above all, we want to stimulate a certain competitiveness among the interested 
firms,"' he explained. 


About 30 firms, mostly American, attended the meeting, among them Esso, which has 
important data about existence of petroleum in Guinea-Bissau. Our delegation pre- 
sented the objectives established by the Guinea-Bissau Government and the studies 
already made in this field. The company representatives expressed their concern 
about petroleum legislation (contracts and tax treatment) which has not yet been 
prepared, 


It is recalled that all proposals about future petroleum exploration were to have 
been submitted by 31 December, but because this meeting could not be held untii 
November the firms asked for more time in which to gather the necessary data with- 
out undue haste. Pio Correia emphasized that he will put the question to our lead- 
ers as soon as possible because "we have every reason to accelerate the process." 


He also stressed that the "Petroleum Book" (complete dossier of information now 
available) should be ready by April of next year. Seismic data obtained at the be- 
ginning of 1981 are already available to oil companies and the first part of the 
final survey report will be ready within 10 to 15 days. 


According to Pio Correia, after the proposals are submitted Guinean experts will 
analyze them, after which negotiations for contract signing will begin. Only after 
the material arrives can the date be set for beginning exploration activities. 


Meanwhile, Guinea-Bissau has met with friendly countries, notably Algeria, Brazil 
and Angola, and with oil firms having much experience and international reputation 
that can be of help.

ATTEMPT AT ECONOMIC REFORM EXAMINED 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 135, Nov 81 pp 40, 41, 106

[Text] After carrying out a democratization process within 
the ranks of the PDCI-RDA [Democratic Party of the Ivory 
Coast-African Democratic Rally], reorganizing the party and 
bringing an infusion of yourg blood into the political class, 
the head of state of the Ivory Coast is now tackling the 
problem of realigning the country's economy. The first 
casualties in this additional step to put the country on a 
sound footing are the state companies and their general 
managers. 


These enclaves of development--created to compensate for the 
lack of private initiative in some areas of development and 

to give a more realistic content to the guidelines of a 
diversified agriculture--promptly turned into sinecures which 
the state continued to support at arm's length and at great 
expense. It was a situation which could not go on forever. 

All the more so, since a worldwide economic crisis, from which 
the Ivory Coast would not escape, had started to take shape. 

To make things worse, this crisis was to affect the country 

in t:;wo spheres: in the sphere of inflation, also out of 

control due to the import of manufactured goods from developed 
countries, and in the sphere of falling prices for raw materials 
in the world market. Particularly affected were the prices of 
coffee and cocoa for which the Ivory Coast is the third and first 
largest producer. These two commodities account for more than 
half of the country's import receipts. Since 1979, the Ivory 
Coast has suffered an annual loss of income amounting to between 
250 and 300 billion. 


Under these circumstances, it became imperative to establish a better control over 
the national economy to avoid wasting its limited resources while entrusting the 
instruments of that economy to proven managers capable of bringing into their 
management a combination of skill, effectiveness and strictness. Out of the 40 

or so state companies which used to exist, only 7 are left today. The others have 
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been converted into companies of mixed economy or were simply closed down. Since 
the latest ministerial reshuffle, on 4 February this year, every minister appoints 
"his own men" whom he considers capable of meeting the requirements of the new 
Ivorian economy. Fear is rampant among general managers. Some have already been 
dismissed. Others are waiting to hear what is in store for them in game of musical 
chairs which brings about new "casualties" after every cabinet meeting. 


On 20 July 1977, when President Houphouet-Boigny dismissed four of his top 
ministers--Konan Bedie, Mohamed Diawara, Abdoulaye Sawadogo and Arsene Assouan 
Usher--who had been four key figures in the development of the Ivory Coast and 
introduced in the new cabinet Ministry for the Reform of the State Companies, it 
became clear that with this move he was trying to reestablish control over the 
entire machinery that implements the develomment of the Ivory Coast, a machinery 
which has not always fulfilled its assigned task. 


Ekra's Diagnosis 


Minister of State Mathieu Ekra was appointed to this new post. This unassuming and 
efficient man who is an old-time collaborator of the Ivorian head of state and looks 
surprisingly youthful for an veteran militant, is a most suitable choice to carry 
out difficult missions and above all, he is a strong politician. That is probably 
the reason why he was appointed to a position which he had to build up. Important 
decisions depended on his findings, decisions such as whether or not to continue the 
policy of having state companies. It took him 3 years to reach a diagnosos and this 
he did after sending scores of experts to analyze all the angles, after chairing 
more than a hundred meetings. His findings were rather alarming: instead of 
supporting the development action, as they had been entrusted to do by the party 

and the government, the state companies had actually become bottomless pits into 
which increasingly large amounts of funds were lost. 


While waiting for a final conclusion which called for a deep reappraisal of this 
issue and for overall decisions, partial conclusions were reached regarding some 

of the companies and their position was shown to be so unacceptable that the govern- 
ment was compelled to make the decision of closing and liquidating them. This is 
what happened to the BENETD [expansion unknown], an important studies office which 
had become a glory-hole with a surfeit of staff producing little results in the 
field. SOLDERIZ [Company for the Development and Exploitation of Rice] suffered 

the same fate. Now, there is general agreement in ministerial circles regarding 

the fact that the elimination of that production unit was a mistake. It was thanks 
to the work of that company that the Ivory Coast became self-sufficient in rice in 
1975 importing only luxury rice. Now, 5 years after the decision to eliminate it, 
the Ivory Coast imports 300,000 tons of rice with a loss of foreign currency amounting 
to almost 35 billion. This is far too much, and while the management of SODERIZ at 
the time was partly to blame for the financial "deterioration" of that company to 
the point that it accumulated an estimated deficit of 12 billion, the Adjustment 
Bank is even more to blame because it did not always act as it should have in its 
dealings with SODERIZ. 


While there is now a move toward creating another special agercy to deal with rice 


production, the Ivory Coast will probably have to continue to depend on other 
countries for the next 5 years and will have to spend more than 100 billion worth 
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of badly needed foreign currency before such an agency can satisfy the needs of 
the country. } 


Except for SODERIZ, the closing down of some companies and the overhauling of others 
was justified. Confronted with the dramatic plight of the state companies, caused 
by the irresponsibility and incompetence of some of their general managers, one 
still wonders whether it would not have been more expendient to replace these men 
and keep some production units while giving them more specific tasks and saving jobs. 


The "SODE" case 


As a matter of fact, it seems that the government allowed itself to be snowed under 
with more and more state enterprises which did not always have a specific function. 
Alongside with companies created for useful purposes and which tried to fulfill 
their tasks, a multitude of "SODEs" [Development Companies] were created at the 
whim of ministry officials and to suit them, therefore distorting the general 
purpose of a policy intended to support development actions by means of think tanks 
and task forces, without curtaining the private enterprise. This was one of the 
rare instances of a liberal society in which the state creates structures of 
development in spheres where private initiative usually gets priority. The Ivory 
Coast had brought an innovation and this innovation was good. In some branches of 
agriculture, the results were spectacular. This was true for cocoa and coffee, 
thanks to the work of the SATMACI [Technical Assistance Company for the Agricultural 
Modernization of the Ivory Coast]. 


But the "SODE" machinery became too costly for a nation facing a crisis. When the 
Ivorian head of state announced that unprofitable "SODEs" would be dissolved, he 
demonstrated political courage by criticizing his own behavior when he involuntarily 
allowed this situation to develop, but he also pointed out that he was as keen as 
the general public to put an end to this chaos, to this cronyism at the expense of 
the state, to the many abuses including exorbitant salaries and a surfeit of staff 
which included friends, brothers and parents appearing on the payroll and not doing 
a stroke of work. The situation was alarming. 


For an Effective State Control 


The situation has always been alarming. But the ministers in charge never exercised 
the fully required control over the companies under their supervision. Back in 
1973, during a seminar devoted to state companies, Ministers Henri Konan Bedie and 
Mohamed Diawara voiced the concern of the government in view of the course taken by 
the "SODEs" and by their tendency to become overextended. In their speeches, they 
both gave "warnings against the danger of confusion arising in their spheres of 
action and the danger of contradictions in their activities;" they also acknowl- 
edged that "control by the state is hard to exercise and tends to be ineffective 
become some of the companies have become too large." During that seminar, Bedie 
and Diawara, champions of the free enterprise, set out conditions to be met when a 
company is created. 


-First, they said, they must be assigned a specific task in the framework of the 
plan and this task must be translated into a program of action. 


- Then, it must be proved that this task cannot be fulfilled in cheaper and better 
ways. 











- Finally, the means of action required to carry out the task must be clearly 
identified. 


Both ministers also explained how a state company ought to operate after being 
set up. 


- The choice of objectives rests with the state. The objectives are formulated 
in the development plan. 


- The programs to meet these objectives must be mapped out by the public enterprises 
in constant cooperation with the state. Obviously, these programs must be drawn 
with the objectives in mind but they must also observe the guidelines of the 
development plan with regard to methods and means that will be used. 


- The programs are carried out by the public enterprises and under their responsi- 
bility. 


- There are two aspects to this control: 


--an internal control exercised by the enterprises themselves on a continuous basis. 
--a control on results, exercised by the state. 


All these directives remained empty words and very few of them were followed. 


This is why the government is confronted with the task of appointing officials to 
replace those who should be dismissed because they are incompetent, as well as those 
who are experienced experts in handling the production machinery but incapable of 
being good managers. 


The economic situation calls for this reorganization which is essential to bring 
the crisis under control. For the Ivory Coast this is a crisis which is hard to 
control due to the country's domestic and, above all, foreign commitments. 


It is true that agricultural production continues to make gains and to carry along 
the farm food industries. After a voluntary curtailment of its program of capital 
projects, the government decided to maintain a minimum level of public investments 
to support the general economic activity and not to set obstacles to the implementa- 
tion of the country's Plan for Economic and Social Development. Under these 
conditions, the rate of growth of the GDP, in real terms, was 4 percent in 1979 

and 6 percent in 1980, a significant decline from previous years but good enough 
compared to what is happening in other countries. 


It must be also pointed out that it has been impossible to maintain a good level 

of activity in the depressed economy, particularly under deteriorating conditions, 
without creating a serious imbalance in the public treasury and in the external 
debt. The slowdown of the economy and, more particularly, the stagnation in foreign 
trade have resulted in feeble growth of public resources, causing a significant 
decline in the position of the state in relation to the banking system and, in 

1980, this forced the treasury to make use of its current account facilities in 

the Central Bank. 
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Meanwhile, the dwindling trade balance surplus, combined with an ever-increasing 
deficit in the chapter of services and transfers, has created very large deficits 
in the balance of payments despite the fact that net capital entries are important. 


This situation, although normal in today's world context, calls for a domestic 
structure capable of curtailing the possible development of the crisis. And while 
measures adopted by the government have started to have an effect, the Ivorian 
head of state intends to go further in his attempts to put the economy on a sound 
footing by only entrusting the production sector to managers who are capable of 
placing the interests of the country above private interests. In fact, this means 
the establishment of a discreet but strong control over these officials. It is a 
step which has to be taken to prevent the Ivorian economy from taking another 
tumble. This is why those who, so far, have not been affected by the reorganiza- 
tion are living in fear of the future...while others, who are nothing but convinced 
that the "economic power" has been in the hands of a small group far too long, have 
started to have hopes.

MACHEL CONDEMNATION OF POLICE ABUSES SAID TO BE MISINTERPRETED

[Excerpts] Information from Maputo and other provinces indicates that there 
have been cases of disrespect toward the forces of order. 


Members of the Mozambique People's Police, SNASP [National People's Security 
Service] elements and even some members of the military have been the victims 
of abuses and even aggression by a part of the population. The reason for this 
phenomenon has been an erroneous interpretation of President Samora Machel's 
speech on legality. 


But is it only a question of bad interpretation, or is there perhaps something 
more than meets the eye behind such actions? 


We recall some similar scenes against women, which took place after the 1 May 1979 
speech. Some attire having been criticized, there followed immediately a 
distortion and literal interpretation of the words of the FRELIMO president. 

A number of individuals, in an attempt to substitute themselves for the structures 
of the party, attacked women in slacks, tore their clothes and provoked a series 
of shocking scenes in the streets. It was then found that the incidents had 

been instigated by the enemy and that the population was béing intentionally 
aroused. 


There is nothing to make us believe, in this recent question of attacks against 
the forces of order, that, once again, an insidious enemy campaign is being 
conducted in an attempt to isolate them. On the surface, the situation could 
allegedly be seen only as a "bad interpretation" of President Samora Machel's 
words on 5 November. 


It should be noted that during his speech, the leader of the party and state did 
not attack any institutions. He did not attack the People's Police, the army, 
the Ministry of Interior, the general staff of the Ministry of Security. He did 
attack and condemn the political deviations practiced by some ("the infiltrated") 
and launched an appeal for a campaign to purge the ranks and severely punish 
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those who were violating the principles of the party and the constitution. It 
is well known--the papers have already mentioned it--that this internal 
offensive has been launched in every institution. Anyone possessing information 
on negative and deviationist attituded in members of the defense and security 
forces should pass it to those in charge. He will thus be making an invaluable 
contribution to the purification of our security forces. The reverse attitude, 
based on the principle that every policeman is a criminal, every SNASF member 

an infiltrator, every soldier a bandit is, objectively speaking, an enemy 
position, in addition to being reprehensible. There is no country on the face 
of the earth that does not have police, security and military forces. But these 
forces must follow regulations. And it is to regulate them that the offensive 
for legality was launched. In the final analysis, it was launched to defend 

our collective freedom. 


Still another negative attitude has appeared within the police, security and 
military forces themselves. Having themselves poorly understood the meaning 

of the offensive, some members of these forces have adopted the kind of behavior 
that can be characterized as moral and political defeatism. Rationalizing the 
situation in terms of "we have no authority left," these individuals have become 
passive. Policemen do not act, security agents relax their vigilance, soldiers 
are slouching around idly. Perhaps the result of ideological deficiencies, 

this attitude objectively serves the hidden motives (which are nevertheless 
quite clear) of the enemy. 


Those who behave in this manner should remember that in his speech, the president 
of the FRELIMO Party praised the forces of security and defense in clear and 
direct terms.

The country has 3,000 kms of coastline, and there is very little 
fish. 
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The limited quantities available are seldom found in the normal, legal trade 
circuits. There is no control. There is disorganization in our structures 
and enterprises. As a result, there is hoarding and speculation. There is a 
black market, a word that people are loath to accept. 


Production is low. We have not even succeeded in reaching the 1973 level of 
production. We enjoy all the conditions to make our country self-sufficient 

in foodstuffs. We have a program. We possess a political, economic and social 
plan. We know what we are and what we want to be. 


Nevertheless, supply problems are far from solved; they persnst and are even 
becoming more serious in certain instances. They deserve our attention, our 


care. These pressing problems must be solved for the welfare of the entire 
population.

REPORTAGE ON MOZAMBIQUE-USSR FISHING COMPANY 
Goals Achieved 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Porguguese 19 Nov 81 p 3 
[Text] Fish production accounts for 10 percent of the market's needs 


Last Saturday, the joint Mozambique-USSR firm (MOSOPESCA) achieved its target of 
6,050 tons of fish for this year. It will now pursue activities to ensure an 
even larger supply of fish and, in the context of the overall fisheries sector, 
to make up for the failure of other fishing companies to meet their goals. 


This information was disclosed to our reporters yesterday by the director of the 
firm, Jose Carlos. The sector's main activities during the year and the pros- 
pects for improving the technical production norms were some of the issues touched 
on by the director of MOSOPESCA. 


With a plant capacity that could meet barely 10 percent of consumers’ fish re- 
quirements, MOSOPESCA was established in 1980 under cooperation agreements be- 
tween Mozambique and the Soviet Union. 


In January of the same year, the company began operations with four industrial 
fishing boats. Six months later, the fleet was strengthened with two more 
shrimp boats, one of which sank in November, as a result of a technical and hu- 
man error. The vessel was back in service after 1 year's interruption during — 
which time it was salvaged at a cost estimated at 5 million meticals. 


"In addition to catching fish for our market and shrimp for export, one of our 
basic objectives is to train Mozambicans in the country and abroad. This year, 
12 persons finished the Industrial School of Matola and 10 completed the program 
at the National Fisheries Training Center. We have medium-level technicians be- 
ing trained abroad in the GDR and USSR and others will soon follow," reported 
Jose Carlos, director of MOSOPESCA. 


According to this executive, after 1 year of operations, the firm has achieved 
a reasonable level of organization which has made it possible to fulfill the 
1981 production plan, improve fishing technology and fish processing, and be 
economically and financially profitable, and has given it good prospects for 
enlarging its capacity. 
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To attain these objectives, the fishing company is currently involved in prepar- 
ing its fleet for next year. Meanwhile, two SRIM-type vessels are receiving 
major repairs abroad. These are boats used for fishing that must be repaired to 
prevent breakdowns. These craft are 42 meters long, with 1,000-horsepower, a 
refrigeration capacity of 215 tons, a crew of 31, and endurance of 45 days. 


The firm, however, has encountered some operational difficulties in the fishing 
ports, particularly in Maputo and Beira, including such things as a shortage of 
spare parts for repairing minor damages, paint for maintenance work, and others. 


Boat Recovered 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 18 Nov 81 p 3 


Precisely 1 year after it sank in Maputo Bay, the fishing vessel "PITI" is oper- 
ating again, following major repairs valued at 5 million escudos. 


This is an industrial fishing boat belonging to the Mozambican-Soviet firm 
MOSOPESCA that sank in November 1980. During the first week of December 1980, 
this vessel was recovered and put afloat, in the first salvage operations suc- 
cessfully conducted by our country using local means. 


According to what a source in MOSOPESCA told our paper yesterday in Maputo, the 
boat had been considered as lost and it was about to be struck from the company's 
fleet. Various technical studies determined that recovery was possible, and the 
company owning the boat was encouraged to make contacts with other government and 
private agencies for possible assistance. 


MOSOPESCA director Jose Carlos expressed his satisfaction with the work done in 
a conversation with our reporter, at which time he also publicly thanked all 
those who particpated in the process of recovering the "PITI." According to 
the director, the vessel was fully recovered by Mozambique, mainly because of 
the good work carried out by national ship repair companies, including Metalo- 
Mecanica, the ship maintenance firm of the port authority, Electromoc, and sev- 
eral graduates of the Matola Industrial School, two graduates of the National 
Fisheries Training Center, and Mozambican and Soviet technicians who work for 
MOSOPESCA. 


The salvage of the "PITI" shrimp boat also involved several import companies, 
especially to buy parts to replace the previous ones damaged by corrosion. A 
large pact of the equipment, however, including the outboard motors, were re- 
covered locally by domestic firms. 


The total salvage operation cost 5 million escudos. This expense will, however, 
almost be covered by the shrimp catch, since 25 tons of shrimp can be caught 
each season. 


Although this is the only firm in the country engaged in catching fish in an 


industrial context, organizations in the sector are interested in catching 
shrimp because of their high rate of return, said the firm's director. According 
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to Jose Carlos, fish production is a deficit operation; and, therefore, the ex- 
pense has to be offset with other profitable products such as shrimp. 


With the "PITI" operating again, there are now a total of six vessels in service 


for that joint firm. The "PITI" went out to sea last Saturday with its crew of 
18, including 12 Mozambicans and 6 Soviet officials.

REPORTAGE ON CONSTRUCTION OF CORUMANA DAM 
Work Described 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 13 Nov 81 p 1 


[Text] Construction of the Corumana dam in the Sabie River, to begin in mid- 
1982, will bring great social and economic benefits to the area and will help 
fulfill the development plan for the Incomati Valley. 


In addition to the 32,000 hectares of arable land that can be irrigated by the 
water collected in its reservoir, Corumana will cover a further 1,000 hectares 
of citrus orchards in the Timanguene region and will solve the Incomati Agri- 
cultural Company's problem of a shortage of water for the sugar cane crop in 
Xinavane. 


The Xinavane Agricultural Company has been encountering serious water shortage 
problems, especially in the summer. According to sources linked to the water 
sector, this has been caused by an irregular flow, compounded by the expansion 
of the area under irrigation in South Africa, where the Incomati originates. 


With the creation of the Corumana reservoir, it will be possible to impound 
1.35 billion cubic meters of water. This volume of water will help stabilize 
the flows of the Incomati and Sabie Rivers and eliminate flooding. 


A 14 MW hydroelectric power plan to be built at the Corumana dam will be another 
development pole in the area. 


On a broader scale, Corumana is part of the hydro~-agriculturai plans of Moamba, 
Movene, Sabie, and Baixo Incomati. The Moamba-Major dam is to be built in 
Moamba, and another one will be built in Movene. The plan for Baixo Incomati 
includes the Massitonto and Chuale dams. 


The Corumana dam project will require specialized manpower. However, Mozambi- 
cans also will be hired. To meet the minimum technical requirements for this 
type of work, a professional training center will be established near the work 
site. The Corumana center will be able to accommodate 100 persons in a train- 
ing program, to be conducted by four permanent instructors. 
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In addition to this center, other social infrastructure is planned to benefit 
not only the workers assigned to the project but, also, future farmers and other 
workers in the area. 


Firms Involved 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 16 Nov 81 p 3 


[Text] Some 836 jobs for Mozambicans will be created with the implementation of 
the plan to build the Corumana dam in Sabie, Maputo Province. The project, crit- 
ical for the economic development of the Limpopo Valley, will involve the birth 
of a town at the site of the dam, which will have an initial population of about 
2,000. 


A total of 535 workers with rudimentary skills, 290 with basic training, 10 
medium-level technicians, and 1 with advanced training are scheduled to work 
on the Corumana dam. These will all be Mozambicans, but foreign experts and 
workers, mainly Italians and Portuguese, also will be involved. 


Seven-hundred seventy Mozambicans will be contracted for the construction, 
while 46 will be hired to supervise and, finally, 20 will be assigned to the 
laboratories. 





According to a source involved in planning the project, the Corumana camp will 
comprise almost entirely permanent housing of durable construction. 


The Corumana construction project was prepared by Hidrotecnica Portuguesa. 

The revised plan includes a provisicr. for temporarily diverting the Sabie River. 
The possibility of storing approximately 40 million cubic meters of water during 
the construction period also was considered. This impoundment will improve the 
water supply to the irrigated croplands of the Incomati Agricultural Company in 
Xinavane. This water will provide an initial solution to the problem of a short- 
age of water to irrigate the sugar cane crop in the Incomati Valley in Xinavane. 
The temporary impoundment also will serve as a start for the 1,000-hectare cit- 
rus project in Timanguene. This project is financed by the African Development 
Bank (ADB). 








Some Progress 


Construction of Corumana was set by the Third Congress for 1980. It was not 
possible to comply with the directive because of problems in financing the 
project. In 1981, after the project was revised, contact was established with 
Portuguese, Brazilian, and Italian firms for implementation contracts. From 
the proposals submitted by the firms to resolve the financing problem, it was 
decided that it would be best to work with the Italian firm. Priority would 
be given to CO.BO.CO consortium, which submitted a satisfactory financing pro- 
posal. At the same time, the Italian government granted a credit to Mozambi- 
que that can be used in building Corumana. It was on this basis that the work 
contract was awarded to the CO.BO.CO consortium. Work should get underway at 
the end of the first half of 1982. 
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In the report on the Corumana dam published by our newspaper on 12 November, we 
stated in the penultimate paragraph that the reservoir would be partly within 
the territory of SA. This is not true, although the impounded water runs along 
the area contiguous to the border. 


The Italian ambassador in Maputo underlined Mozambique's courage in undertaking 
as huge a project as building the Corumana dam.

[Text] The stalemate in the negotiations over the independence of Namibia has 
created a dangerous situation now in the whole of Southern Africa. The recent 
unprovoked war of aggression and sabotage by the racist south African terrorist 
atmy against the PRA [People's Republic of Angola] using Namibia as a launching 
pad, has not only betrayed apartheid Pretoria's hegemonic intentions vis-a-vis 
the whole situation in Southern Africa, but it has also in no small measure 
showed how close the area is to become a cockpit of superpower confrontation. 


Racist Pretoria has been very much encouraged by Washington's popular song about 
the presence of Cubans and Russians in Angola.

AFP CORRESPONDENT REPORTS ON DROUGHT CONDITIONS

[Text] Windhoek, Namibia, 10 Dec (AFP)--Deprived of rain for almost four years, 
most of Namibia is experiencing a catastrophic drought which is ravaging local 
agriculture. 


At Windhoek, the (?capital) of the former imperial German colony which has been 
ruled by South Africa for the past 60 years, and in the other main towns, strict 
measures are in force to keep water consumption down. 


[Words indistinct] private gardens is banned, and patrols to detect those who 
defy the law are being stepped up. 


According to municipal water engineer B.L. Hausmann the Von Bach Reservior, 
which supplies Windhoek with water, is down to 20 percent of its normal capacity 
and more is evaporating daily. 


The capital's other main sources of water, a waste purifying plant and artesian 
wells, can supply only 14 and 30 percent of the towns requirements respectively. 


Unless it rains by February next year--the height of summer here--we will have 
to ask people to save more water, Mr Hausmann said. 


The head of the local meteorological service, Johan M Y [name indistinct] is not 
optimistic. He has already warned Namibian farmers that they cannot rule out 
another year of drought in 1982. 


The centre and south of the country are hardest hit. You cannot describe how 
bad it is here, [words indistinct] UVosthizen, head [words indistinct] services 
in Damaraland. 


According to Mr Oosthizen less than a quarter of the livestock which was living 
before 1977 has survived the absence of rain and the region is now almost desert. 


One agricultural expert estimated that nationally about a third of the livestock 
ewned by white farmers--some half a million head in all--have died of drought 
conditions over the past four years. 
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The black farmers worst affected are in Damaraland and Kaokoveld, in the north- 
west, the expert said. 


The wealthiest farmers, all whites, have already sent whole flocks and herds 
into South Africa's Cape Province, unaffected by drought, by rail and road, 

but for the breeders of karakul sheep, the pride of Namibia and a useful source 
of foreign currency, it is a veritable disaster. 


The karakuls fleece has been developed over 75 years and resembles astrakhan. 
But several hundred sheep have had to be slaughtered because of the drought. 


Wild fauna and flora are also threatened by the unprecedented lack of rain, and 

experts are worried about the long-term consequences. One biologist working in 

the internationally celebrated animal reserve of Etosha commented, it could take 
up to 20 years before the (?field) fully recovers. 


The almost total drying up of Etosha's water holes has forced wardens to kill 
zebras and gazelles, while bodies of the unique species of kaokoveld elephants, 
which live by the dunes of the notorious skeleton coast, have been spotted from 
the air. 


For the 100,000 whites in Namibia, who represent a tenth of the population, the 
only fortunate result of the drought has been a reduction in operations by the 
Southwest Africa Peoples Organization (SWAPO), the guerrilla group fighting 
South Africa for Namibian independence. 


Deprived of the tree cover they enjoyed in previous years, SWAPO fighters risk 
being easily picked up by the South African aircraft and helicopters which con- 
stantly survey the operational zone in northern Namibia.

RADIO SAYS WEST MUST ENSI'RE SA AGREEMENT ON NAMIBIA

[Alex Ekenyanwo's commentary on the Western Contact Group's latest document on 
the Namibian Independence Issue] 


[Text] The document, which is a corrected and doctored version of the original 
plan distributed in October and November, has been handed to the racist South 
African government, the apartheid South African-backed internal Namibian party 
and the SWAPO. Copies were also made available to the frontline states and to 
Kenya and Nigeria. Changes were to be made in the wording of the document as a 
result of the observations and suggestions made by different sides to the dispute. 


According to the document, Article 8 has been removed following objection by some 
of the internal parties. They declared that private, cultural, social, health and 
educational institutions will be open to all without discrimination. But the 
racist South African-backed Democratic Turnhalle Alliance, the biggest of the 
internal Namibian parties, has already said that it could not take any decision 
on the latest proposals before 15 January 1982. This by implication means that. 
the second phase of the independence plan, which is considered to be the most 
{word indistinct], will not start until about the end of January, at the earliest. 
Incidentally, this part concerns the question of impartiality of the United 
Nations and the use of United Nations peacekeeping force during the transition 
period in Namibia. 


The final phase of the independence plan covers the implementation of the United 
Nations Resolution 435 which calls for a cease-fire among the warring factions, 
election of a constituent assembly, agreement on a date for independence and 
lastly, a general election. 


A critical appraisal of this (?chester) settlement plan for the independence of 
Namibia, should be made against the background of a number of social factors. In 
the first place, South Africa would want to weaken SWAPI militarily before enter- 
ing further into diplomatic negotiations. This is borne out to the recent South 
African military attack against suspected SWAPO bases in southern Angola. Also, 
agents of racist South Africa have intensified their tyrannical and oppressive 
rule over the people of Namibia and are subjecting the supporters of SWAPO to all 
kinds of human indignity that will shock the conscience of humanity. 
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Furthermore, observers of the Namibian independence plan are of the view that 

the decision of the Democratic Turnhalle Alliance not to take any decision on the 
latest proposal until 15 January is South Africa's machination aimed at frus- 
trating Namibia's independence plan. This, however, is not surprising given 
racist South Africa's intransigence over Namibia's independence. For example, 

in 1978, in defiance of United Nations resolution, the Pretoria regime orches- 
trated election in that territory. This was followed by the creation of an 
illegal national assembly and the setting up of a puppet council of ministers 
that was only recognized by the racist regime. Also during the Geneva conference 
on the future of Namibia, South Africa dashed the expectations of the Namibian 
people by failing to honor an agreement it had reached with SWAPO in 1978 under 
the auspices of the United Nations. 


Against this background, the western contact group should realize that nothing 
short of international isolation can bring racist South Africa to the path of 
reason. The western mediators in the Namibian issue should understand that the 
onus is on them to ensure that South Africa keeps the (?letter) of the agreement. 
On their part, the Namibian people should not because of the proposed plan, relax 
on the battlefield. They should draw enough inspiration in their heroic struggle 
for independence from the experiences of the peace of Mazambique, Angola and 
Zimbabwe.

UNITED STATES SAID 'TOO OBSESSED’ WITH AL-QADHDHAFI

[Text] The ongoing controversy between Libya and the United States over the 
alleged leakage of a plot to assassinate President Reagan by the Libyans raises 

a number of disturbing questions. The most important of such questions concerns 
the motive behind the assassination scare. President Reagan is categorical in 
his insistence that there is indeed an assassination plot that is aimed at Ameri- 
can leaders of different grades and calling. The story of the plot as told by 
American agencies sounds like the plot of a bizarre international thriller. 


In the face of denials by the Libyan leader Colonel al-Qadhdhafi, President Reagan 
counters that there is enough evidence to support that claim. The stories of the 
assassination plot are believed to have come from several sources ranging from 
informants who had picked up talks about the plot and spies who work directly for 
the American Central Intelligence Agency, CIA. The reports state that the findings 
of the intelligence agency were documented in a 40-page National Security Council 
report and presented to the White House early this month. 


However, in spite of this, even Americans are skeptical about the true facts of 
the allegations as the evidence so far adduced does not convincingly establish the 
existence of the said exchange. Both the allegations and the reactions of the 
Reagan administration could therefore be seen as part of the American distaste for 
the Libyan leader and all that he stands for. 


For the past 1 year or more, there has been tension between Libya and the United 
States. In fact, America especially considered Colonel al-Qadhdhafi as the most 
dangerous man on earth. 


It will be recalled that last August the tension between the two countries 
climaxed in an avoidable confrontation in the Gulf of Sidra. The aerial battle 
at the Gulf of Sidra received the blessing of the White House and was prompted by 
a deliberate attempt to provoke the Libyans into action. Given this background, 
there is sufficient cause to feel that the assassination scare now gripping Wash- 
ington is part of the pick for Libya and Colonel al-Qadhdhafi. 








In arriving at this conclusion, the opinion is guided by three important factors. 
Firstly, the recent contrast between French and American official attitudes toward 
Libya. It is significant to note that as the Reagan administration was calling on 
all American residents in Libya to leave that country on the grounds that their 
security could not be guaranteed, the French were taking finalizing arrangements 
to resume full-scale diplomatic relations with Libya. The French rationale for 
this was that Libya has no expansionist or territorial intentions toward any 
country. 


Secondly, in dismissing the assassination scare in Washington, we note the fact 
that talks about possible assassination plots are not uncommon at the White House. 
It will be recalled that in the early months of the Carter administration, intelli- 
gence sources suggested that some Filipino stewards of the navy who served the 
White House mess were planning to poison the American President. But in that case, 
every effort was made to ensure that the incident was not made public. 


Thirdly, the whole issue of an assassination plot can be considered as a propaganda 
campaign against Tripoli by the Reagan administration. After all, it is true that 
the Libyan leader is a remarkably unpredictable man and has over the years courted 
for himself the image of an adventurist. But the Americans are slightly too 
obsessed by his actions. There is now a schizophrenia in Washington about what to 
do with Colonel al-Qadhdhafi. This, in fact, is the real cause of the assassina- 
tion alarm. 


In the final analysis, it is interesting to note that the Americans can also be 
scared like day-old chicks by a so-called Third World country to the extent of 
taking panic action.

RADIO DENIES CAMEROON'S ACTION AGAINST FISHERMEN

[Text] Nigeria's relation with Cameroon was greatly strained during the year 

due to an unfortunate border incident in May. It will be recalled that on 16 May, 
five Nigerian soldiers were killed and three others injured in an unprovoked 
attack by Cameroonian gendarmes. This precipitated such an emotional reaction 

in Nigeria characterized by widespread demands for retaliatory actions against 
Cameroon. The political strains and a shooting war was averted only by the 
restrained and a cautious approach adopted by President Shehu Shagari. The 
president later stated that the method adopted by the federal executive towards 
the issue was not dictated by weakness but by routine attempts to ensure that all 
diplomatic channels were explored in the effort to resolve conflicts with other 
nations. It took nearly 6 weeks before the government of the Cameroon Republic 
tendered an unreserved apology for the incident and agreed to pay compensation to 
the affected Nigerian families as demanded by the federal authorities. The 
Cameroonian gesture, though belated, was accepted by the federal government on 
the grounds that the border incident should not be allowed to further affect 
relations between the two neighboring countries. In spite of this gesture, most 
Nigerians are still to abandon their ill-feeling against Cameroon over the inci- 
dent. In fact, the extent of Nigerian disfavor was underscored by President 
Shehu Shagari's boycott of the last OAU summit in Nairobi over the failure of the 
OAU secretariat in Addis Ababa to place the border dispute on the agenda of the 
conference. 


Given this background, it is greatly distressing to hear that there is now a 
renewed wave of molestation of Nigerian fishermen by Cameroon gendarmes. This was 
the crux of tne information given to Brigadier Zamani Leford, the commander of the 
82d Division of the Nigerian Army in Enugu, when he visited Dr Clement Isong, the 
governor of the cross river state in his office. According to Governor Isong, the 
Nigerian fishermen were being asked to pay arrears from last year to the Cameroonian 
government. The governor recalled that a series of meetings had earlier been held 
in Calabar to resolve the issue. He also spoke of the severe economic consequences 
of the Cameroonian action. As an accomplished and renowned economist, who had been 
governor of Central Bank of Nigeria for several y ‘ars, it is obvious that Governor 
Isong was shocked himself when he talked with emotion abovt the economic implica- 
tions of the Cameroonian attitude. 
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Perhaps the most annoying aspect of the issue is the fact that the Cameroonians 
are believed to have stepped up the harassment of Nigerians at the border with the 
withdrawal of the Nigerian troops from area. The troops had been sent to the 
border at the heat of the controversy and emotion over the killing. They were 
later withdrawn by installment ostensibly to ease tension in the area. It is 
unfortunate to note that the Cameroonians are trying to take undue advantage of 
the goodwill of the Nigerian government to foment trouble at the borders. They 
must realize that Nigerian restraint in the fact of provocation is consequent 
upon the desire to adopt a mature and pragmatic approach in issues affecting 
relations with its neighbors. It does not arise from a lack of will or the 
capacity to strike back at her adversary; cautiousness should never be translated 
as weakness, particularly in international relations. 


The Cameroonian leader, President Ahmadou Ahidjo, is expected in Lagos early next 
year for talks with President Shehu Shagari. He should endure that the issues 


raised by Governor Isong and his country are resolved on the Cameroonian side 
before coming to Lagos. Unless this is done, his visit would be meaningless.

FOREIGN DEBT INCREASE PREDICTED--Lagos, 10 Dec (NAN)--The secretary of the former 
military government and head of the civil service, Allison Ayida, yesterday in 
Lagos said that Nigeria's external debt would rise from about 2.3 billion naira 
to about N9.4 billion in 1985. He made this prediction at a lecture titled 
"International Finance and the Development of Third World Economics," which he 
gave at the Nigerian Institute of International Affairs (NIIA). Mr Ayida said 
that Nigeria's rising external debt was avoidable if "a radical change in public 
and the machinery for the effective coordination of external finance" was intro- 
duced urgently. [Sentence as received] "The recent spectacle of 20 governments 
and their agents flooding the world capital markets to raise loans must be 
streamlined," he said. Mr Ayida said that no state government should be allowed 
to commit more than 5 percent of its revenue to debt servicing charges in any 
given period. The federal and state governments needed "the shock of the oil 
glut to end their indiscriminate and expensive borrowing spree in the world money 
markets," he said. Mr Ayida said that "given the right leadership, peace and 
stability, we have got the men and the resources to enter the 2lst century as one 
of the modern industrial economies of the world."

REVENUE BILL PASSES--The Senate today passed the revenue allocation bill 1981 into 
law with some amendments. The amendments were sponsored by Senator Iiiya Audu 
from Gongola State with amendments in clause II of the bill. Under the amendment, 
29 percent instead of 30.5 percent will be adjusted to the 35 percent allocated 

to each state government while 5 percent instead of 3.5 percent will be shared 

on the basis of derivation. The 5 percent will be subdivided in such a way that 

3 percent instead of 2 percent will be paid directly to the states concerned in 
direct proportion to the value of minerals extracted from the territory of the 
state and the balance of 3 percent instead of 1.5 percent be paid by government 

of the federation for the development of the area. The revenue allocation bill 

has already been passed by the House of Representatives without any amendments. 

The two houses are expected to meet in joint session to resolve their differences 
over the revenue allocation bill. Meanwhile, President Shehu Shagari is to address 
the joint session of the National Assembly tomorrow morning on his budget proposals 
for the 1982 financial year.

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MONEY SUPPLY DECREASE--Money supply in the country at the end of June this year, 
stood at 8,612.5 million naira. This represents a decline of 89.6 million naira 
or 1 percent of its level as at the end of May. This is contained in the monthly 
report of the Central Bank. The decline in money supply was attributed to a 
reduction in the private sector's demand deposits with the banking (?season) which 
fell by 2.2 percent during the period. According to the report, commercial bank 
loans and advances increased by 235.7 million naira during the month under review, 
while their deposit liabilities went up only 66.4 million naira on 0.6 percent.

KILLINGS, BEATINGS--Ssemuto, 5 Dec--Ugandan soldiers have been killing, beating 
and arresting civilians around the town of Ssemuto, 30 miles (nearly 50 kms) north 
of Kampala, following the destruction of an Army truck by a guerrilla landmine, 
according to residents. Seventeen civilians were shot to death in the past week, 
the residents said. The Ssemuto area is a stronghold of the Democratic Party, 

the main opposition political force to President Milton Obote's Uganda People's 
Congress. Ugandan Government officials have implied that the Democratic Party is 
linked with guerrilla activity, and have warned Ugandans that they will suffer if 
guerrillas move with impunity in their areas. There has been continual violence 
around Ssemuto during the last two months, as anti-Govern7ent forces--sometimes 
in Army uniforms--continue to mine the roads.

MORE SSEMUTO KILLINGS--Ssemuto, 9 Dec--Ugandan troops killed -seven more civilians 
yesterday near Ssemuto, a trading centre 30 miles (48 kilometres) north of 
Kampala, local residents said today. The body of one young man still lay on the 
road outside the town, and inhabitants said that six others had been killed by 
soldiers during a late night anti-guerrilla operation. Mvzre than 60 civilians 
have now been killed in the Ssemuto area by soldiers since an Army lorry was 
blown up by a landmine on 28 November. Residents of Namirembe, a small village 

8 miles (13 kilometres) north of Ssemuto, confirmed today that soldiers had 
slashed more than 20 civilians to death during a sweep through the area on 

3 December. Kampala sources indicated that the soldiers were attacked by anti- 
Government forces the same night and at least five of them were killed. "The 
soldiers came in the morning before we went to the fields" one Namirembe villager 
told journalists. "They had their knives in their hands and they cut everyone 
they saw". A 30-year-old farmer who lay in his hut with deep knife wounds in his 
head, neck, and arms stated that he had been slashed by soldiers then left outside 
his house. "I fell on the ground and they thought I was dead", he said. "Then 
they went away".

BORDER COOPERATION WITH KENYA--Nairobi, 9 Dec--Kenyan and Ugandan administration

15 camps in southern Sudan where Ugandan refugees are staying. Dr Rwanyarare 
assured the refugees that the government is doing her best to make it possible 

for every Ugandan to live free and peacefully within *he country. He told them 
that his delegation had not gone to Sudan to force 4a.u;’ of them to come back to 
Uganda. Their coming back was voluntary and the United Nations high commission 
for refugees will liaise with the government of Uganda to arrange for the repa- 
triation of any refugee wishing to return home. The minister learnt that many 
refugees want to come back to their homes but they were scared of many terrifying 
reports about Uganda which frequently appear in the international mass media. 

The Minister of Labour, Mr Anthony Butele, cautioned the refugees against identi- 
fying themselves with people who come to disturb peace in Uganda. He advised them 
to work together with the governments of the Sudan and Uganda. The refugees were 
also addressed by the Minister of Supplies, Dr Apiliga.

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MOBUTU ON 'DETERIORATING' RELATIONS WITH BELGIUM

[Jean Pochet Interview with Zaire's President Mobutu in Washington: "Mr Willockx 
Undesirable"--date not given] 


[Text] "I have received a 415 million loan. I was blunt and clear. I explained 
to the congressmen--the administration was already convinced--that my country is 
in an unstable geographical position on the African continent," Mr Mobutu told us. 
The Zairian head of state continued: "The Kinshasa and Shaba regions are par- 
ticularly fragile. I told the Americans that I had drawn my inspiration from the 
old Latin proverb "If you want peace, prepare for war. 


"There is a permanent state of excessive armament all around Zaire. Now it is 
time to make my army credible. The loan granted by the United States in fact 
compensates for the Belgian refusal to provide officers for the troop: it is 
training--whereas the French and Chinese do not show the same reservations. That 
proves that relations between Belgium and my country are not excellent." 


The president went on to discuss the press conference given by Belgian Minister 
Willockx 30 November demanding that the Zairian state make an initial repayment 
of 238 million Belgian francs out of the total 1 billion debt: "Mr Willockx," 
the president stated, "has confused the parliamentary elections in Belgium with 
Belgian-Zairian relations. He announced to the whole world at his press confer- 
ence: ‘I am going to cut off communications.’ Well, if Mr Willockx remains in 
the government we will not pay anything. However, if he is replaced in the 
Ministry of Post, Telegraphs and Telephones I promise to pay that first install- 
ment in the week following the formation of the new government. I cannot agree 
to deal with somebody who had damaged Zaire's reputation. In any case there will 
no longer by any question of our communications passing through Brussels. More- 
over I have established contacts with other countries." 


The president cited another example of the deteriorating relations between the two 
countries: "On the anniversary of the Belgian dynasty we held celebrations a day 
in advance in Kinshasa, and I was represented by the country's highest official 
authorities at the Belgian Embassy. On 24 November, the 16th anniversary of my 
accession to office, the Zaire Embassy held a grand reception in Brussels. And 
what did we see? Oppositionists and banners hostile to my policy. I am not saying 
that the Belgian government deliberately sabotaged that event, but it is 
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unacceptable to allow that kind of thing! If it happens again we will show the 
Belgian government that we too can stage demonstrations outside their embassy, 
and it will be on a huge scale, that's a promise!" 


With regard to [former Foreign Minister] Nguza's visit to Washington, Mr Mobutu 
recalled that in New York in 1970 Mr Nguza had gone down on his knees before hin, 
weeping and asking him to help him in his disputes with the head of the UN 
permanent delegation "at that time I adopted him as a son and allowed him to build 
a lightning career. Now he is biting the hand which fed him. If he has any 


conscience he will come to a sticky end, because that kind of behavior does not 
w 


pay. 

With regard to the domestic scene the president confirmed that the 13 deputies 
whom he had exiled are now free to move around as they wish, and most have 
returned to the Zairian capital. "I refused to publish the decree so as to avoid 
accusations of having done it under pressure." But, the president added, “those 
deputies are still forbidden to play a role in political life." 


[Question] What about a possible resumption of diplomatic relations with Israel? 


The president replied that the forthcoming restoration of Sinai removes the 
objections he had expressed at the UN General Assembly in October 1970 when he 

had declared his solidarity with Egypt: "When Egypt has obtained reparation, 
there will no longer be any obstacle to the resumption of normal relations between 
Israel and Zaire." 


Finally the Zairian head of state justified the rapid dispatch of the expeditionary 
troops to Chad: It amounts to keeping the promise made to President Goukouni. "I 
preferred action to talk," Mr Mobutu concluded. 


This is an approach for which the State Department is grateful to him, he was 
assured in Washington. 


It seems that Zaire's relations with the United States are better than those with 
Belgium.

MOBUTU COMMENTS ON CHAD, TIES WITH ISRAEL 
AB081117 Kinshasa Domestic Service in French 1800 GMT 7 Dec 81 


[Text] The founding chairman of the MPR and president of the republic, citizen 
Mobutu Sese Seko, arrived in Paris yesterday shortly before midnight from the 
United States. The founding chairman is on a private visit to France after his 
official visit to the United States. The leader Mobutu Sese Seko was accompanied 
on his visit to the United States by citizens Yoka Mangono and Kamiatatu Massemba, 
state commissioner for foreign affairs and international cooperation and state 
commissioner of agriculture and rural development respectively; citizen (Setou 
Bonale), special adviser on security; (Magissang Nguyi), director of the presi- 
dent's office; as well as citizen Yiwa Mobutu, roving ambassador. 


On his arrival in Paris, the head of state was greeted by citizen Kande Dzambulate, 
state commissioner for information and the general manager of AZAP, and the 
Zairian ambassador to France, citizen Mokolo Wa Mpombo. As we have already said, 
the leader today met his French counterpart, Francois Mitterrand, at the Elysee. 


Here is a report by Kaliwa Mokassa from the Elysee: 


Having arrived in Paris at 2345 on Sunday from New York, the founding chairman 

of the MPR and president of the republic, citizen Mobutu Sese Seko, was received 
on Monday afternoon at the Elysee by his French counterpart, Francois Mitterrand. 
The talks, like those of 29 October 1981 before the conference of the heads of 
state of Africa and France, le 2d 45 minutes. On the steps of the Elysee, the 
two heads of state shook hands -or a long time, thus demonstrating the excellent 
and confident relations and the friendly cooperation which unite Zaire and France. 
The press, on its part, wanted to know more about Chad, the possible resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Zaire and Israel and the results of President 
Mobutu's trip to the United States: 


[Begin recording} [Question] Mr President, could you tell us the topics of the 
talks you have just had with President Mitterrand? 


[Mobutu] We talked about Chad and other things. 


{Question|] What is your position now that the Beninese and other contingents 
are not going to Chad? Are you really going to reinforce your contingent? 

















[Answer] Yes, there will be two battalions instead of one. 
[Question] And you will accept that your contingent go to the region of Abeche? 


[Answer] This is the decision just made by the general staff. I have been told 
about it. It is no longer my problem but that of the OAU.

[Answer] We are going to increase the size of our contingent from 800 to 2,000. 


[Question] Did the French president tell you about the financial and logistical 
help he will give to the inter-African force? 


[Answer] Yes.

[Answer] I think it is the current chairman of the OAU who can answer you, madam. 
I provide the mean and the rest is the affair of the OAU commanders. 


[Question] Mr President, when you look at the present activities of the inter- 
African force in Chad, do you think it will succeed in restoring peace. 


[Answer] Of course, yes. According to some information I have, I think Hissein 
Habre will no longer do anything against our men. 


[Question] Have you heard that there has been a normalization of relations 
between Chad on one hand and Egypt and Sudan on the other? 


[Answer] Of course, yes. 
[Question] [Passage indistinct] 
[Answer] Yes, Zaire has all the same played a role toward that end. 


[Question] Are you satisfied with your trip to the United States? Can you give 
us a summary of your conversation with that country's authorities? 


[Answer] I think it was very satisfying. I think Zaire got everything it asked 
from the United States, that is, all that concerns its security and defense and 
also the economic and social sectors. 


[Question] And your relations with Israel, Mr President? 


[Answer] People are talking a lot about it well, this is what really happened. 
It was a position I took during a question I was asked by the diplomatic press in 
Washington. On Thursday, 4 October 1973 at the United Nations, I publicly and 
officially announced the severance of diplomatic relations with Israel [words 
indistinct] in favor of Egypt, whose territories were occupied by Israel. And in 
answer to your question, I would like to tell you this: the late President al- 
Sadat informed me officially last year that he was going to resume relations with 
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Israel and that nothing justified the state of war between him and Israel [words 
indistinct]. I asked myself: If Egypt has restored relations, what am I waiting 
for? Logically, madam, nothing stops my country from restoring normal and good 
relations with Israel. But I will add this: Zaire is not alone in Africa. Zaire 
must first of all consult other African states to see what they think about this. 
That is all. 


[Question] And will this not disturb your relations with the other Arab countries? 
[Answer] I very much like to have good relations with these friendly Arab 
countries. But I have spoken as the head of state of a sovereign country. I 
think friendship is a good thing but when one is sovereign, one has one's decision 
to make in the name of one's country. [End recording]
